The hu at for the murderer of Henry F. 


Reed and Miss Blanche M. Reed has been 
practically suspended. Detective Pease 
left for his home at Lee on Saturday last 
and Sunday Detectives Hammond and 
Whitney left the city. The detectives 
will not return unless something of im- 
portance develops and it becomes neces- 
sary to call on them for assistance 
The chasing of stories of Reed's disputes 
has been pretty well doue. It is hard to 
see how much more thorough this work 
could b( prosecuted. Some wild stories 
still come to the police and are hunted 
down when heard, but none of them are 
of any importance. The search for a man 
with 
a 
motive 
has been 
wholly 


unsuccessful, 
in 
fact, 
a 
search for 


anything bearing 
on 
the crime has 


revealed nothing of consequence. 
Had 


anything been discovered that could be 
considered as strong evidence an arrest 
would promptly have followed. Since no 
arrest has been made it is safe to accept 
the conclusion that the officers have no 
testimony in their possession that would 
make much Impression on a jury. It is 
improbable that the investigation has 
proceeded so far without someone being | 
suspected stronger than other, but it is a 
fact that the testimony is of such char- 
acter that different officers have different 
opinions. These opinions are not founded 
so much on evidence as oa conjecture or 
intuition and are worthless, for they may 
be as wide of the 
mark as some 


unguardod 
newspaper 
opinions that 


have 
been 
intimated. 
There 
is 


one 
thing 
absolutely 
certain, and 


that is, if no more evidence than what is 
in the hands of the government can be 
obtained the murderer of the Reeds will 
never be brought to justice. So detached 
and wild is the testimony that has been 
given that the officers are at a loss which 
way to tern. 


Tlio Bloody Shin. 


The most recent development caui& to 


light Sunday. Then it was circulated that 
the officf rs had probably discovered the 
shirt worn by the murderer and spattered 
with the blood of Henry F. Reed. A man, 
who doe.s not wish his name to figure in 
the case, was on the Clarksburg road Sat- 
urday and left the road to go into the 
woods about two miles from this city. He 
came upon a shirt 
neatly rolled up 


and 
hidden 
in 
underbrush. 
The 


shirt 
was 
blood 
stained, 
and 


when the man returned to the city he 
went to t he police station and notified the 
officers of his find. Two officers were sent 
to the place described by the man aud 
after a few minutes search found the 
shirt. When the shirt was examined and 
the circumstances thought over the offi- 
cers were inclined to look upon the thing 
as a fake or to believe the shirt had got 
to the place where it was found in some 
other way than by the murderer of the 
Reeds. The officers do not think that a man 
flying from detection would stop on tae 
wayjand take off his shirt,carefully roll it 
up and hide it where it wts found. If he 
he had hidden the shirt he would have 
hidden something else for if the shirt was 
blood spattered other parts of his clothing 
would bo. 


Detectives JLaftt Work. 


The last work of Detectives Whitney 


and Hammond was the hunting down of 
two stories similar to all the others that 
at Stamford, Vt., and at Hartwellville, 
Vt., men lived who had threatened Reed's 
life. It was found the threats had been 
made a number of years ago and almost 
forgotten by the men who made them. 
The men were able to satisfactorily ex- 
plain their whereabouts the night of the 
murder nnd the officers had to make note 
of another wild goose chase. One of these 
clues seemed promising. It was stated 
that one of the men had seriously threat- 
ened Read's life when he went to foreclose 
a mortgage. The man was so fierce that 
Reed had to arm himself with an ax. 
However, no foundation was found to the 
whole affair that was of any value to the 
officers. 


Oatman's Admission. 


Correspondent H.T.Ontmaii, who was 


stenogra pher at the inquest in this city 
last week, writes as follows and gives a 
hint that can be taken as authortative: 
"Perhaps no murder within our boarders 
has excited so much general interest, 
for the mystery is akin to that of the 
Borden tragedy and guesses are free that 
the perpetrator or perpetrators, if there 
were two, will hardly be discovered. We 
are so used to speedy justice and detection 
in ;Pittnfield that delay for investiga- 
tion only whets appetite and further 
brooks 
criticism.

been colored, and that because the offi- 
cers have conducted the inquest secretly 
and have not divulged their plans and the 
facts adduced to the public, for prudential 
reasons. The writer who has taken all 
the evidence thus far brought out, is justi- 
fied in saying that there are more straws 
blowing in certain directions, which look 
suspicious to say the least, than the pub- 
lic are told of." 


!>i»trlet Attorney Arrives. 


District Attorney Gardner arrived ia 


the city this forenoon and met City Solic- 
itor Thayer. He went to the Reed house 
and examined the scene of the murder. 
He will look the testimony over and see 


what it affords of value if anything. All 
Mr. |Qardner can do is act on whatever 
the detectives and polled furnish him In 
the shape of evidence aud i( there is noth- 
ing to act on he is without power to move. 
He will carefully look the grounn over 
with his associate in this case, S. Proctor 
Thayer. 


Officer* lecMfiiu TixlHj. 


The officers are resting on their oars to- 


day. No one is making any search. A 
few more stories have been brought to the 
police station aud some of them are 
worthless on the face. The wildest yarns 
are being spun about jaded horses and sus- 
picions characters being seen in almost 
every point in the vicinity of the city and 
for a radius of 50 miles. All promising 
stories are attentively listened to and will 
be acted upon. 


llr.'il Kept Money l>y Him. 


Stories which show that Reed did keep 


money in his house and carry it on his 
person in considerable, if not large, sums 
are coming out occasionally. Two, which 
appear to be well authenticated were told 
to a 
TKANSCRIPT [representative this 


morning. 


It is said that at a horse sale in this city 


last fall a man bid off a span and, having 
only $10 in his pocket, asked Mr. lieed for 
money to pay for the team. 
Reed took 


the man to his house and began to take 
small sums from various places, bureau 
drawers, etc., and even went into the 
pantry and pulled money from under 
dishes. He kept this up in plain sight of 
his customer until he had fished out ?225, 
and as it is hardly probable that the loan 
took his last dollar there is no knowing 
how much was left hidden about the 
house. 
The man who borrowed this 


money was one in whom Reed had perfect 
confidence, of course. 


Another story is told to show that he 


did not expose his money to everybody. 
A man asked him for the loan of 510 on 
the street one day and Reed turned to an 
acquaintance and borrowed flU and let 
him have it, When the man was gone 
Reed pulled from his pocket over 5209 and 
showed it to the person from whom he 
had just borrowed £10, and at tho same 
time repaid the loan. When asked why 
h eborrowed money to lend when he had 
plenty of his own, Reed answered that he 
did not wish to show his funds to all of 
his customers, 


If Reed has been doing business this 


way for years, as there is every reason to 
believe he did, the fact must necessarily 
have become more or less known, and 
those who are aware that he kept money 
by him are firm in the belief that rob- 
bery was the motive of the murder, not- 
withstanding the theory of revenge, 
which has been very generally accepted. 


TWO-MINUTE MARK. 


Three Times That John R. Gentry 


Could Have Beaten It. 


"That's the third time I have seen John 


R. Gentry when he could pace a mile iu 
2.00," said an old circuit follower at 
Poughkeepsie the other day. "The first 
tirae was out at Freeport, 111., when he 
won that ^5,000 match with Joe Patcheu 
two years ago. Jack Curry had the big 
black horse fit as a fiddle that day and he 
and Colonel Taylor thought they couldn't 
lose if they tried. But say, when McIIenry 
turned that little red horse loose he could 
just pace rings around the big i'ellow. He

Charles Bonai and David Weeks Are 


Being Hunted in Richmond,

Pittsfield, Mass., August 16.—Richmond, i 


Berkshire county, is excited today over ' 
the appearance in that place on Saturday 
afternoon of two men who are alleged by 
eight witnesses to be the much-wanted 
murderers of the Nichols in Bridgeport, 
Conn., last month. Onecf them, Charles j 
Bonai, formerly lived in Richmond and 
was employed by a Rev. Mr. Luce. He 
was positively identified by a half dozen 
people who formerly knew him. 


To one new resident of Richmond to 


whom Bonai was unknown the men stated 


that he and his companion were* looking 
for an unoccupied house and made in- 
quiries of him regarding tho matter- 
Bonai's companion was supposed to be his 
fellow murderer, David Weeks, although 
this is merely conjecture. The two men 
were seen by nobody who thought to 
causo their arrest, 


Pinkerton detectives are on the ground 


today together with Deputy Sheriff Fish 
scouring the country about Richmond. 
There seems to be little doubt that the 
scent of the murderers is fresh in Rich- 
mond.

the United 
Mine Workers' Union of 


America. 


It has been anticipated that the bearing 


on the injunction being held today may 
go against the miners and the temporary 
restraint put upon the miners now in 
camp at Turtle Creek and the other mines 
of the New York and Cleveland Gas and 
Coal company as to marching and per- 
suading the De Armitt men from working 
may be made permanent. 


In that event, it is expected that the 


order of the court will be disobeyed so 
that a test case might be had and the 


miners, under the leadership of President 
Patrick Dolan, Secretary William Warner 
and others, will continue to inarch to the 
mines.

Ae'iley B, Wright, honored and excel- 


lent citizen OT' North Adams, died at his 
honor in this city Saturday evening about 
9 o'clock. Death came suddenly and all 
unexpected in the form ot an apoplectic 
shoe!;, while Mr. Wright was nione in his 
libra-y. Some little time after life was 
gone he \vns found prostrate upon the 
floor by hia wifa who had been attending 
iug to some errands on ihe street. Al- 
though medical assistance was hastily 


oned and speedily arrived, there 


number of patrons, lie was as thorough | 
and honest and first-class in his mercan- 
tile life as in his many official position.' 
and places of trust. 


Twenty years ago the people of North 


Adams began to discern that Ashley ]!. 
Wright WHS worthy of high conSdenci 
and fitted for places wherein good juds;- 
ment and hard common sense were chie 
requisites, and so began to urge upon liirr. 
the trust of public office. He was chosen 
selectman, and for four years was chair- 
man of the board. 
His judgment aid 


decision dominated the town's action 
during thi se yenrs of bis town olBce hold - 
ing. In 1SS4 Mr. Wright was elected u 
county commissioner, and served Berk 
shire well and with credit to himself lot- 
three yeai 3. Some petty local dislike c! 
his action as a moderator in North Adams 
town meeting caused his defeat for it-- 
election Ly a nnrrow majority when he 
ran for tho office of commissioner a second 
time. 
The defeat was unexpected by 


both Mr. Wright and his friends, who 
felt considerable chagrin because of it. 


Mr. Wright's defeat for the office oi 


county commissioner did him no political 
harm. Warm and strong friends were at 
hand to advance his political fortunes, 
and in 1SSS he entered a broader Held OT 
politics when he was made the Republi- 
can candidate for councillor from the 
eighth district against Sir. Warner of 
Northampton. 
The contest was very 


sharp, as Mr. Warner was a very popular 
candidate, tt ended in Mr. Wright's elec- 
tion by about 300 plurality after a recount 
had been had. The successful candidate's 
popularity at home was attested by the 
fact that Jie polled the largest voted ever 
pulled by aay candidate in North Adams 
up to that time and his plurality in the 
town was almost twice that of Benjamin 
Harrison's for president at the same elec- 
tion. Mr Wright Was easily re-elected 
councillor the next year, and gained the 
reputation of being one of the governor's 
safest advisers. 


Mr. Wrjght's political contests were not 


easy nor t ould they be undertaken with- 
out courage. In 1S92 the Kepublwans of 
this congressional district were casting 
about for some strong candidate to run 
against John C. Crosby of Pittsfield, who 
was popular in the district and had made 
a good record in congress. The compass- 
ing of Mr. Crosby's defeat was not a 
political task sought afcer by eager can- 
didates oi the other party as is the case 
when majorities are certain. The Repub- 
lican nomination for congress finally fell

.Mr. Wright was a true friend. He did 


not hasten to make friendships, but when 
made they were fast ana firm. There was 
no turning. He gave to friends the best 
in friendship -a sincere interest, help 
when needed and sincere hospitality. He 
could not feign friendship. He had no 
tricks of voice or deportment to make 
him appear other than he really was. His 
absolutely honest nature was averse to all 
such arts. It has been commonly said, he 
neglected the tricks of securing personal 
popularily to his own political detriment. 
But his political success -will not warrant 
the conclusion. His political creed was 
of a higher character. Men trusted and 
followed him for what he was and not for 
what he seemed. His trustworthiness and 
practical 
ability commanded respect 


and compelled recognition and support. 
He did uot need to be bolstered up by the 
cheap devices too commonly and too suc- 
cessfully practiced by a smaller strain of 
politicians. But the many in distress and 
needing wise counsel who in perfect trust 
came to him asking his advice and help 
and who were never refused and who 
never received anything but kindest at- 
tention from him, are proofs of a sincere 
character and kindly heart above all 
other proof and appearances. 


Mr. Wright followed the middle path 


of life. Houesty, integrity and sincerity 
marked its every useful step. The true 
light of the highway he trod in life be- 
comes more visible and radiant, standing 
as we do in the gloom of his sudden 
death. His career ended in his prime. 
His bright day closed at the noon. The 
sorrow of many friends and a large com-

people of this immediate vicinity but to 
all ci!

Ashley Bascom Wright was born in 


KiriMiale, Berkshire county, Mass., May 
25, l'-ll. 
His parentage was oi sterling 


New Ejgl.inrl worth on both sides. 
His 


mother came of Revolutionary btocK that 
toasts General Israel Putnam as being 
one < > f its number. The father was the late 
Chai les Wright of Hinsdale, an early Free 
Soil- r and one of the pioneer Republicans 
of Western Massachusetts, a man of 
strong convictions and great courage, 
who-,6 home was the safe refuge of the 
fleeing slave, and whose children learned 
to love freedom from their icf »ncy. The 
Writ;ht home was not one ot luxury, but 
itw..s one of New England comfort and 
piety and love, presided over by a, gra- 
cious and beautiful mother, and guarded 
and watched by an almost heroic father- 


Al different times during the boyhood 


and youth of Mr. Wright, his father made 
a home for his family in Buffalo, Albany 
»nd Williamstown,—his business of deal- 
ing la produce *-nd making flour necessi- 
tating such location. 
In Williamstown 


the residence was on what was known as 
the Buckley farm. But Hinsdale, being 
the mother's home before marriage, can 
claiu the nativity of the Wright family 
and there chiefly was the home place. 


Mr. AV right's education was obtained in 


tht public schools of Hinsdale and at 
Lincoln academy also located in Hinsdale. 
He completed the course at the academy 
which fitted him for entrance to any of 
the New England colleges. He was a 
tuoiough r.ijtl conscientious student, but 
wa.-, graduated from the 
preparatory 


school o! Professor Lincoln Uater of Wil- 
liams college) into a clerical position in 
his native town. 


In .November, 18S2, Mr. Wright came to 


Noi th Adams to enter the internal reve- 
nui office under Collector E. R. Tinker, 
of 1 he Western Massachusetts district, and 
made hid home in Mr. Tinker's family till 
lie i named. To the strong recommenda- 
tions of the young man made by Frank 
an11 James Hiusdale and to Mr, Tinker's 
belief in his worth, .North Adams owes 
the good fortune of having had Mr. 
Wi ight as a citizen for 35 years. 


>,<i Mr. Tinker's chief 
deputy and 


cashier, Mr. Wright who had but barely 
•ttiiued his majority made a record for 
himself of business promptness and exact- 
ne -.. His work was remarkably accurate 
ami his service faithful to the last degree. 
He won not only the esteem and confi- 
dence of bis immediate superior, but his 
promptness and flue keeping of accounts 
won merited praise for him from Wash- 
ington. 
While in the internal revenue 


oflice, Mr. Wright was made town clerk, 
am! it may be said that his clerical work 
•in keeping the town's accounts was model. 
As an accountant he had few equals, cor- 
rectness and neatness alike characterizing 
his work. 


November 9,1865, Mr. Wright married 


Caroline B. Witt of North Adams, wno 
made her home with an uncle, A. P. But- 
ler. This home has been Mr. Wright's 
homo in later years on Summer street, 
an.! there it was that the wedding look 
p'uce. 


The internal revenue work occupied 


Mr. Wright till 1887, when he resigned 
his position to engage in business for 
himself, and purchased an interest with a 
Mr. Butler in a grocery store on Holden 
•trees, then occupying a room in Wilson 
block. 
Mr. Wright continued in the 


grocery business till the time of his first 
eiiition to congress, always keeping a 
mi.del store, thorough in his business 
methods, having the best quality of 
go >ds and having tue confidence of a large 


inll knowledge of the strength as a can- 
didate he was expected to furnish and 
knowing the doubtfulness of the election 
issue. Mr .Wright was nominated as a man 
of judgment and business and not for 
any showy qualities. He was not a public 
speaker, but he had behind him a remark- 
able record of public service which had 
been well performed. People lelt as the 
late Judge Robinson expressed it in sup- 
porting Mr. Wright in THE TRANSCRIPT: 


"Now 
thiit our politics arc destined to the 


consideration and 
settlement of tariff', 


currency, commercial and business prob- 
lems, it is especially appropriate that a 
business and practical man should be sent 
to congress." 


The congressional campaign oi 1892 


was fought out with almost desperate 
energy on both sides, Mr. Wright had the 
powerful influence in this city of a friend 
whose political leaning would not nor- 
mally hrve been toward him. At the 
election this city gave him a tremendous 
vote. The contest was a close one, and 
Mr, Wright was elected by 203 votes over 
Mr. Crosby, the returns giving Mr. 
Wright 14,193, Mr. Crosby 13,985 and Mr. 
Kilbon of Lee, Prohibitionist, S9C. Mr. 
Wright satisfied popular expectation by 
painstaking work in Washington, and 
two years later defeated Lawyer A. L' 
Green of Holyoke by a vote of 14,018 to 


9,981 
for Mr. Green.. The slight contest 


preliminary to the renomination of Mr. 
Wright for a third term in 1S96 is yet 
fresh 
in 
the 
people's 
minds. 


There

Dana 
Malone of 
Greenfield. 


But as the time for the convention drew 
near it became apparent that the habit of 
indorsing a laithful member was strong 
enough HI the Republican party to insure 
the triumph of Representative Wright, 
and so Mr. Malone gave way before the 
convention met. Mr. Wright was op- 
posed at the polls by Patrick H. Sheehan 
of Holyoke and in the overwhelming de- 
feat of free sliver Mr. Wright received 
18,075 votes, to 8,570 tor his opponent, and 
933 
for Prof. Bascom, the Prohibition 


candidate. Mr. Wright's first and last 
congressional pluralities are a remarkable 
contrast, and the Republican party of this 
congressional district will gratefully re- 
member that it was under his leader- 
ship and with him as a candidate that the 
district has become safely Republican. 
He bore the brunt of the first hard battle 
In accomplishing this result for his party. 


Such in brief is the outline of Mr. 


Wrigh't political life,—an almost 
un- 


broken scries of successes, a continual ad- 
vancement, in popular estimation, a suc- 
cession of steps Higher. 


Mr. Wright was a director of the Adams 


National bank, and his counsel in that 
solid institution was especially valued, 
His clerical knowledge, gained when a 
young man, has been of use to that insti- 
tution in 
adopting certain 
banking 


methods considered of great benefit and 
convenience. He was also a member of 
the investment committee of the Adams 
Savings bank, where his caution, fidelity 
to trust and sound judgment were highly 
valued. 


Even the brief recital of the chief facts 


of Mr. Wright's life work, all well done, 
would seem to be sufficient eulogy of the 
man. 
But there is more in that life 


down a good and true man when years of 
Teat usefulness seem to have yet been 
before him. The death of such a man at 
such a time in life is like the sudden fall- 
ing of some great tree in the iorest, while 
its branches are yet green, its trunk 
strong to brave many another storm and 
its roots spread deep and wide drawing 
in life from the soil. 


But now life is ended, the mystery of 


death remains. Life's work all well done. 
This fact must comfort the sorrowing and 
be an inspiration to the living who knew 
Mr. Wright. Honest, true, sincere and 
faithful man! True friend, conscientious 
public servant, and loving husband, son 
and brother! Let these memories of his 
high character be hia eulogy.

A RELATIVE'S PROTEST 


Against the Injustice Done the Reeds 


by Sensational Papers. 


NORTH ADAMS, MASS., 


August 14,1897. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—Having returned 


from the proper and appropriate disposal 
of the remains of Henry and Blanche 
Eeed, there is left one other duty to per- 
form, seemingly as necessary under the 
circumstances and in some respects more 
important. 


The bodily remains of our friends are 


not all, by any means, which we should 
attend to and care for. Honor, character 
and reputation are far more at stake. 
And physical murder, the deprivation of 
purely physical life by violent hands, is 
not the only crime that can be committed 
in this case. The persons who wielded 
the mallet and pointed the revolver 
are not the only criminals, in this affair. 
As a relative and a friend of the deceased, 
I have quite as much respect for them as 
for the horde of newspaper correspon- 
dents, who, merely for sensational pur- 
poses, utterly regardless, not only of 
facts, but of a decent respect for the living 
as well as for the dead, have flooded the 
country with every kind of vague sus- 
picion and conjecture that would tend to 
heap odium and disgrace upon those 
whose hands and tongues are now power- 
less and stilled in death. Like worms 
they crawl only in the dirt. Like vultures 
they can feed only upon carrion. Only 
the tragedies and the dark side of human 
life and character have for them any at- 
traction. 


A half century ago in tho hills of Ver- 


mont a young girl toiled and deprived 
herself of all the luxuries, and well nigh 
comforts of life in order that she might 
give support tothemembersot her house- 
hold and escecially the means of educa- 
tion to her younger brother and sister. 
For long years after, they were the chief 
objects of her care and attention. The 
habits of thrift and strict economy she 
was then obliged to adopt, in the course 
of nature followed her to later years when 
their exercise was not needed for^ these 
commendable purposes. A well meaning 
lady all her lifetime, above reproach in 
private character, interferring in no af- 
fairs not her own, struck down by the 
hand of an assassin at midnight, why 
should she Dot now be allowed to rest in 
peace? 


As to Henry Eeed, I am surprised at the 


testimonials of respect that come in from 
a class of persons with whom he had 
daily intercourse upon the street and 
whose good opinion is of the most note 
I did not know but what the exceedingly 
gentlemanly manner, accommodation and 
kindliness with which he always treated 
me was exceptional. But I find that 
it was not the exception but the rule. 
And that many, very many, with whom 
he had business connection, necessarily 
delicate and unpleasant in certain re- 
spects, are not only willing- but desirous 
'to testify both to the integrity of his deal 
and to the leniency and accommodation 
|,of his disposition, where such leniency 
and accommodation could be exercised 
upon recipients worthy of such attention 
or capable of appreciation. 


He was not a brute but a man, with the 


feelings and the heart-of a man and his 
splendid outward physique, indicating 
well nigh unequalled strength and sym- 
metry of form was by no means, in all 
respects, a false inde»of his character. 


As a sample of the scores of methods 


used to pervert the truth for sensational 
purposes, I would'take space to mention 
the motto "Sweet Rest in Heaven" made 
conspicuous in every print and.photo- 
graph and repeatedly and only mentioned 
as a sample of his probable "plunder.' 
The facts sre that-this motto was worked 
many years agO'by the hand * of his now 
dead sister Ellen, towards •whom he had 
extremely tender and affectionate feeling, 
and for he was making preparation to 
erect a monument in the cemetery at 
Manchester. 


Wise men of old have directed us to 


speak but good of the dead. 
Yet if this 


maxim is too restrictive for our use, we 
'can, at least, observe towards the dead a 
[•small measure of the.courtesy that we 
would feel compelled to extend tdwards 
the living.

SEEN IN SEATTLE 


A North Adams Boy Tells 


What He Saw of the 


Klonkyke Fever. 


EXCITEMENT THERE RUNS 
HIGH 


The City Wears a Holiday Appearance. 


How the Boats are Overcrowded. 


What is Necessary for the 


Journey. 


Probably Seattle is being benefltted at 


present by the gold find at Klondyke 
more than any other city in the United 
States, for it is the notheramost city in 
this country where the supplies for the 
cold regions can be purchased. The city 
has all the appearance of a town during a 
holiday, in fact there are largwr crowds 
thronging the streets than are seen on 
the fourth of July. 


No one thinks of going to the Yukon 


country without warm clothing and with- 
out a year's supplies. 
In front of the 


Wholesale stores the sidewalks are piled 
higher than one's head with sacks of pro- 
visions of every deacription. Clerks and 
extra helpers are rushing about-sorting 
and packing and eager miners are bar- 
gaining and arranging their purchases in 
hugh bags and boxes. 
Heavy drays are 


backed up along the sidewalk, being 
loaded with whatever is ready for ship- 
ment. 
As fast as a mail gets a box or a

Beside groceries

for campers. Heavily 
spiked boots

all shoe stores. Then there must be 
the shovels, picks arid washing pans for 
work in the placers; tents to live in, and 
a sheet iron stove to cook on is carried 
by nearly all. It will seem that the rush 
brings improvement to every line of busi- 
ness. Drug stores advertise Klonciyke 
medicine cases containing a large assort- 
ment of bottles and plaster, one store 
alone ha/vine already sold 26S of these. 
Even candy stores, in order to draw at- 
tention, display "Nuggets from Klon- 
dyke" which closer inspection shows to 
be pop-corn balls made compact with 
yellow (gold) molasses candy. Already 
there is one saloon named the "Klondyke 
Exchange" and there appears on First 
avenne the sign "Klondyke Hotel.1' 


Old miners, rough but hearty, with a 


week's beard started, who look as if they 
did not own |50 in th« world areeeen pur- 
chasing-the year supplies, their ticket to 
Alaska 
and 
seldom 
one 
of them 


carries less than $500 in his belt to meet 
the winter's expenses. In applying to a 
bank to have $20 changed I was refused, 
but upon explaining that orrly change for 
one $20 gold piece was required, the teller 
accommodated me, saying, he thought I 
meant to "hit him for a hat full of §5's." 


The price of passage to Alaska has -been 


raised from f 150 to $200, We were able to 
go through the Willamette, which was 
about to sail from Seattle.and one sight 
of that vessel would almost end one's 
Kloudyke fever. As all the regular ves- 
sels are in use, companies are formed to 
purchase and press into service any avail- 
able boat, 
This steamer had been a 


collier and wast correspondingly dirty. 
'Between decks, ft» every available space, 
bunks hadtbeetrhastiry built to accommo- 
date the-crowd. These bunks are built, 
in tiers from tke-iiold to the deck, each 
bunk simply being » mattress resting on 
three boards, supported by cross pieces, 
Laailed to four posts extending.from roof 
to floor. The alleys between these bunks 
were so narrow that a fleshy man could 
scarcely make his way to his bunk, but 
the whole frame work was so open that 
if a man should get stuck anywhere he 
could be easily seen and rescued. Be- 
tween 700 and 800 men had'taken passage 
on this vessel, which has only two life- 
boats, but has a life preserver in each 
bunk. That all could stand up at once in 
thewhole vessel seems impossible. After 
undergoing so much expenditure and 
hardship it is no wonder that gome of the 
men have kicked their outfit into the 
Yukon river and gone onto Dawson City 
without it, ralher than pay the extrava- 
gant duty which Canada imposed on all 
outfits bought in this country. 


It the men are crowded the animals on 


the Willamette were more to be pitied. 
Each man who can takes with him a mule 
or horse to carry his pack inland orer 
Chiloooh pass. 
These animals were 


placed at one end of the deck, each being 
in a stall consisting of a square, made of 
four boards nailed to uprights. 
The 


square in not four inches wider than the 
animal and has scarcely six inches of ex- 
tra length and is made by one board 
breast high. In this way they are Utterly 
boxed in and most of them will have to 
stand for the entire voyage of three or 
four weeks. These animals will be sea- 
sick as well as the men and it scorns cer- 
tain that they will be In poor condition to 
at once undertake the hardships of Arctic 
travel. At a public square in Seattle there 
is a ready sale tor many old horses which 
in some way seem to have rnarvelously 
escaped the horse-canning factory down 
the river. But the supply of good mules 
and horses has been insufficient. 


A visit to the ship yards at Seattle 


shows more hustle and industry. There, 
eight vessels are being constructed, each 
being of about 400 tons burden. These are 
stern wheelers and will draw not over 
30 inches of water. They are being built 
ia sections to be sent thus to the Yukon 
where the machinery will be put in by 
the mechanics and carpenters who go 
from Seattle to put them together. They 
are needed for transportation in shallow 
water and can discharge a cargo at any 
place along the shore. Humor says that a 
company is being formed to send dredgers 
to the Yukon, to bring up the bottom of 
the streams in the gold districts and waah 
it for gold. One often sees rhe Chinamen 
washing the mud in river bottoms in the 
west and the scheme of dredging the 
bottom of the new rivers ought to pay 
well. Bags and bottles of the yellow 
metal brought down from the Klondyke 
and displayed, the pieces varying from 
dust the size of a dime, tend to keep up 
the excitement and prove that the "dust" 
is really there. Doubtles.3 there will be
